Any law passed by the Dominion 
Government ought to ‘be a Dominion 
Law and ought to apply equally to 
every province. If it is wrong to do 
certain things on.Sunday in Ontaria 
it ought to be eqaially wrong in Quebec 
or British Columbia—that is if the 
Federal Government 
Wilfred made a truce with the Lord’s 
Day Alliance by which he provided 
them with a weapon that they could 
hold over the heads of the provincial 
attorney generals in certain provin- 
ces, and at the same time he saved 
his own bacon hy making it possible 
to ignore the act jin Quebec.

To 
this* end it was declared by the ve; 
solutions, embodied in a petition to 
His Majesty by the Dominion pariia- 
ment, that the arrangement decided 
upon should be ‘final and unalier- 
able.’ ’* 

| Premier McBride soon after proceed- 
ed to London to prevent, if possible, 
the confirmation of this arrangement 
by the Imperial authorities, parti.u- 
larly in the form of “final u 
alterable.’’ 

It is now evident from the terins of 
|the act as introduced in the Imperial 
‘Mouse that these particular words 
have been eliminated, thus keeping 
the door open for the continuation 
of negotiations at any time between 
|the provinces and the Dominion gov- 
ernment, for what they may. regard as 
fairer terms. 

Premier McBride’s service to the 
west lies in the fact that there is a 
clause im the act specially reserving 
the right of any province to make 
further claims on the Dominion.

Every aror tyro some enterprising 
po { mn annocnees that he’ has 
perfected new breed of fowls, and 
despite the sheers ‘that such  an- 
nouncements invariably elicit frotn 
the old timers, who like to bamboozle 
the publ by making requirements 
in the dard of perfection which .t 
is impossible to attain, thes 
breeds are usually valuable additions 
to the poultry world.

THE BEAUTY MAKING CARROT. 


New Ways of Serving a Vegetable 
Supposed to Give Good Looks. 
Although the carrot has long stood at 


the head of the dietary that is sup 
posed to make for beauty, it has never 
been a popular vegetable, ever witb 
the most ardeut beauty seekers, To 
make it @ culinary delight as well as a 
‘beauty maker has been the subject of 
many experiments, E 

Four young housekeepers have form. 
ed a club for the better understanding 
of carrot possibilities. One luncheon 
and one dinner ure given eacb week, at 
which some new carrot dish must be 
served. A prize will be given for the 
most saccessful dish. 

So far the best effort in this line has 
beer. a preparation of ordinary cream- 
ed carrots filled into green peppers. 
The top was covered with buttered 
breadcrumbs and the whole placed in 
a moderate oven. 

When there was a tender, brownish 
crust on the peppers the dish was 
ready to serve. Accompanied with 
brown bread, sandwiches and olives, 


| the course was a decided hit. 


The young housekeepers found that 
while a dish of plain mashed carrots 
as an accompaniment to roast duck 
would be eyed with distingt scorn the 
same mashed carrots sha to simu- 
late a large oyster, dipped in beaten 
egg and breadcrumbs and dropped 
into deep fat, are eaten with as much 
relish as broiled fresh mushrooms, 
These young housekeepers have also 
found that mashed carrots molded into 
the form of croquettes and fried gain 
in palatability.
